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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDENS 

The  fire  season  of  1953  was  not  a  very  pretty- 
picture.  It  started  out  in  fine  shape  with  plenty  of 
rain  during  the  spring  months.  The  month  of  June 
was  the  end  of  the  rains  and  then  a  period  of  dry 
weather.  During  June  we  had  quite  a  few  lightning 
storms  without  any  rains.  On  June  21  and  22  we 
had  one  of  these  storms  that  started  over  43  fires  in 
this  state  including  the  Mt.  Shaw  fire. 

People  burning  without  a  permit  or  burning  in 
unsafe  places  or  at  unsafe  times  were  the  cause  of 
our  largest  number  of  fires.  It  is  hard  to  believe  why 
people  do  this  when  they  have  the  expert  advice  of  their 
town  warden  who  is  as  close  to  them  as  their 
telephone.  Your  town  Forest  Fire  Warden  is  not 
going  to  stop  you  from  burning  your  rubbish  or  your 
old  fields,  but  he  wants  you  to  burn  in  a  safe  place  and 
at  a  safe  time.  You  must  remember  it  is  unlawful  to 
burn  without  a  permit  from  your  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

We  have  inherited  a  tremendous  responsibility  in 
the  priceless  treasure  of  our  natural  resources.  To 
keep  these  natural  riches  we  must  guard  them  from 
all  destructive  agents.  The  foremost  among  these 
agents  is  Fire  —  man's  best  servant  but  worst  enemy.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Effingham: 

Teachers  in  the  Effingham  Schools  during  1952  -  53 
were :  —  Miss  Gladys  Leavitt,  Center  School ;  and  Mrs. 
Linnie  Giles,  Falls  School.  Miss  Leavitt  and  Mrs. 
Giles  are  competent  teachers.  We  are  most  fortunate 
in  having  their  services  available. 

There  was  a  total  of  57  pupils  enrolled  in  the  two 
schools,  with  grades  ranging  in  size  from  two  in  the 
fifth  grade  to  thirteen  in  the  sixth  grade.  There  were 
two  pupils  enrolled  in  the  Ossipee  Central  School. 
Enrolled  at  Kennett  High  School  were  17  Effingham 
pupils,  2  at  Brewster  Academy,  and  one  at  Porter  High 
School,  making  a  total  of  20  high  school  pupils. 

The  census  of  September,  1953  indicates  that  there 
will  be  only  a  slight  increase  in  the  elementary  schools 
during  the  next  five  years.  High  school  enrollment 
will  increase  to  a  probable  total  of  30  pupils  by  1958. 
I  wish  particularly  to  draw  your  attention  to  this 
indicated  increase  in  the  number  of  high  school  pupils, 
as  this  will  mean  a  considerable  expenditure  for  tuition 
and  transportation.  These  two  items  will  probably 
total  over  $10,000.00  by  1958.  The  numbers  in  the 
primary  grades  and  in  classes  of  pre  -  school  children 
indicate  that  for  several  years  the  high  school  enroll- 
ment will  be  between  25  and  30  pupils.  High  school 
tuition  at  Kennett  High  School  for  the  current  3^ear  is 
$270.00,  and  will  be  $285.00  next  year. 

The  reorganization  made  last  year,  whereby  grades 
1  to  4  are  in  the  Falls  School  and  grades  5  to  8  are  in 
the  Center  School  is  proving  of  great  advantage.  The 
problems  that  arise  from  the  association  of  primary 
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children  with  those  of  the  upper  grades  are  largely 
eliminated.  The  teachers  can  accomplish  much  more 
with  the  more  homogeneous  grouping  that  this  organ- 
ization provides. 

Mrs.  Amy  L.  Brown,  R.  N.,  continues  to  provide 
excellent  professional  service  in  the  supervision  of 
health.  In  addtiion  to  regular  school  visits  and  home 
visits  she  has  been  instrumental  in  arranging  for 
several  clinics.  Among  these  have  been  the  provision 
of  the  fluorine  treatment  of  the  teeth  through  services 
provided  by  the  state  Department  of  Health. 

We  extend  thanks  to  the  Effingham  Women's  Club 
for  their  present  to  the  schools  of  a  new  film  -  strip 
projector  and  funds  for  the  purchase  of  some  films. 
This  is  a  valuable  addition  to  our  equipment  as  it 
provides  a  very  effective  means  of  teaching. 

The  sincere  and  willing  cooperation  of  school 
board  members,  teachers,  pupils,  parents,  and  citizens 
is  heartily  appreciated.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 

The  Orthopedic  Clinic  for  postural  defects 
(including  flat  feet)  was  held  in  April  and  October  at 
Center  Ossipee.      Several  Effingham  children  attended. 

There  was  an  immunization  clinic  in  the  spring 
that  our  children  under  eight  years  needing  booster 
shots  were  allowed  to  attend. 

The  usual  spring  and  fall  heights  and  weights  were 
recorded  on  the  individual  health  records.  Also,  the 
routine  vision  check  was  made.  Notices  were  sent 
home  by  those  with  defects  suggesting  a  re  -  check  be 
made  with  the  family  eye  doctor. 

The  Maico  machine  was  used  to  check  the  hearing 
in  the  spring.  Since  other  nurses  use  the  same 
machine  for  their  schools  we  must  wait  for  our  turn; 
thus  the  hearing  has  not  been  checked  for  the  present 
school  year. 

Physical  examinations  for  the  school  year  of 
1952  -  53  were  finished  in  February  by  Dr.  Allen  of 
Wolfeboro.  These  were  done  again  by  Dr.  Allen  for 
this  school  year  in  October  and  November,  1953. 
Notices  of  defects  found  were  sent  to  the  parents  with 
the  exception  of  a  few  to  whom  I  made  a  home  visit. 

We  were  most  fortunate  to  have  the  State  Dental 
Hygienist  and  equipment  here  at  the  beginning  of  the 
fall  term.  She  cleaned  the  children's  teeth  and  gave 
them  fluorine  treatments.  The  dental  problem  seems 
to  be  the  top  physical  defect  found  among  our  school 
children.
